Government-Owned 
Commodities to Needy

— Officials 
said today the A griculture D ep art­ 
m ent is donating governm ent-own­ 
ed surplus foods to about 200,000 
needy persons in 11 states. 
Most, of those receiving food are 
said to be rural fam ilies who suf­ 
fered heavily from drought 
and 
crcp failures last year, and coal 
m iners who long have been out of 
w o rk . 
States in which the food is being 
distributed include West Virginia. 
Kentucky, M i s s o u r i. Arkansas. 
Pennsylvania, Ohio. Indiana. Mich­ 
igan. Wyoming. Colorado and Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Officials said that while surplus 
foods have been available for dis­ 
tribution 
to 
needy 
fam ilies 
for 
m a n y years, the dem and has been 
v ery small in rec en t years until 
the past few weeks. 
Foods Included 
The foods being donated include 
b u tter, cheese, dried milk and in 
som e areas canned beef and gravy. 
Those are the only staple, process­ 
ed 
foods available. The bulk of 
th e governm ent’s big stock of farm 
surpluses is in the form of cotton, 
w heat, corn, eth er grains and vege­ 
table oils. 
The dep artm en t m akes food a- 
vailable to accredited state and lo­ 
cal public w elfare and relief ag e n ­ 
cies. The la tte r m u st assu m e the 
responsibility of determ ining eligi­ 
bility for aid, and for distribution 
of supplies. 
Officials 
said 
th ere 
has 
been 
little call for surplus foods for the 
la rg e r industrial centers, like D e­ 
troit, where unem ploym ent has in­ 
creased lately. They attributed this 
to the fact that m ost unem ployed 
w orkers in such are as are receiv­ 
ing 
unem ploym ent 
com pensation 
and w elfare agencies have not yet 
seen fit to ask for food. 
M ost of the d em and has com e, 
they said, from persons who. like 
farm ers, are not eligible for un­ 
em ploym ent 
c o m p e n s a t i o n , 
and from m iners who already have 
received all such benefits th a t are 
available to them .

Cold Front Advanced 
On Missouri Today 


Since the middle of January or during the past .‘50 
days there have been 00 applications for food at the City 
Welfare office quite obviously too many for the local of­ 
fice to handle with the limited funds at its disposal so, 
this past week Mayor Chas. H. Butler, accompanied by 
Charles Green secretary of the local Red Cross chapter, 
went before the County Court to ask that body to request 
an allotment of government held commodities sufficient 
to feed 2,500 persons. 
The city officials and all other sane thinking persons 
are quite aware that times have changed but there is no 
occasion, they feel, for anyone getting panicky about it 
or for going out and talking hard times. 
For a score of years, and more, this country has been 
wallowing in a flood of easy money—jobs have been more 
plentiful than labor and the old law of supply and de­ 
mand skyrocketed wages until working people who in 
ordinary times wouldn't have been worth the powder to 
blow them up have been opening well stuffed envelopes 
every week and easily managed to convince themselves 
that their inflated plane of living was normal. 
Economists who scan every movement in the world’s 
markets know that times are like a clock pendulum. Un­ 
der the push of abnormal conditions (such as have 
gripped this country since the outbreak of World War I) 
the pendulum swings high. Take away this boosting 
forc^ and the pendulum swings back and down to its 
normal position. 
The only process underway in this country right now 
is that it is getting back to normal conditions. The time 
has gone by when a man can crook his finger and em­ 
ployers fall over themselves bidding for his services. In 
other words the time has rolled around again when life 
is beginning to separate the men from the boys and the 
workers from the parasites. Those who can adjust 
themselves to the re-adjustment of the country will get 
along alright and those who cling to the idea the world 
owes them a living and that they should be supported by 
their neighbors who are willing to work for what they 
receive are pretty apt to find the road growing rougher 
and rougher. 
But, generally speaking, there is nothing to get par­ 
ticularly alarmed about, even here where our chief 
source of income is the farm. True we have had a trio 
of heart breaking years in which crops were not the 
best ever and the income reduced but a great president 
said at the beginning of his administration, “There is 
nothing to fear but fear itself.” 
People who buttonhole their acquaintances on the 
street corner or in the coffee shops and begin their tale 
of woe with ‘‘Aren’t things just terrible” are first cous­ 
ins to*that class of persons who enjoy poor health and 
positively seem to dread being told their condition is 
okeh because without bad news they have nothing to 
complain about. 
It was suggested by a Rotarian this week that people 
quit talking depression if for no other reason than the 
fact that one can talk himself into a depression by sim ­ 
ply harping on that subject. 
There’s nothing wrong with Scott county that a little 
sane thinking and a little careful handling won’t cure. 
Certainly we have poor people in the county—we al­ 
ways will have. 
Certainly last year was not the best year for the 
farmers but so what ? 
The good earth is still here — the finest growing 
ground in the country and its a new year that’s unfold­ 
ing. 
If our forefathers had quit and gone back east just 
because they encountered the Indians, or sickness, or 
poor yields, Missouri and the “Bootheel” would still be 
a howling wilderness instead of a garden spot. 
Perhaps the only thing wrong is with the fellow who 
is complaining. It could be he just hasn’t got the intesti­ 
nal fortitude to tighten up his belt, grit his teeth and 
vow that by the Almighty, this year he’d make a crop. 
But getting back to that 2,500 persons (and why 
2,500?) for whom government commodities have been 
requested. The records of the welfare office will reveal 
that even in the height of the boom years, there were 
still those misfits and maladjusted souls who just 
couldn’t seem to make a go of it even when the heavens 
were raining money. 
Let’s do a little simple mathematics. The 1950 census 
gave Scott county a population of 32,842, nearly 33,000. 
Ninety persons asking for food represent about one 
fourth ol one per cent of the county’s total and some 
how or other most people can’t get too steamed up about 
it and become convinced the county’s going to the dogs. 
So— there’s nothing really wrong with Scott county 
a little common sense and honest work won’t put right. 
Quit talking depression and start talking sense about 
conditions and, while you’re at it, just quit talking.

Flexible farm price supports are 
a principal feature of the P resi­ 
d en t’s proposals.

The high prices and favorable 
income enjoyed by fa rm e rs during 
the w ar and early postw ar period, 
“ w ere due to strong w a r and post­ 
w ar dem and for food and fiber- 
nothing else,” the cabinet m e m b er 
declared.

The legisla­ 
ture does not reconvene until then, 
but both will sit on the special ses­ 
sion called for Feb. 23 by Demo­ 
cratic Gov. Phil M. Donnelly. St.

Both Webbe and Barrett, as well 
as their opponents, had gone on 
record in favor of extension of the 
earnings tax.

needy persons in ll states. 
Most of those receiving food are 
said to be rural fam ilies who suf­ 
fered heavily from drought and 
crop failures last year, and coal 
m iners who long have been out of 
work. 
States in which the food is being 
distributed include West Virginia. 
Kentucky. M i s s o u r i , Arkansas. 
Pennsylvania, Ohio. Indiana, Mich­ 
igan, Wyoming, Colorado and Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Officials said that while surplus 
foods have been available for dis­ 
tribution 
to 
needy 
fam ilies for 
m any years, the dem and has been 
very sm all in recent years until 
the past few weeks. 
Foods Included 
The foods being donated include 
butter, cheese, dried milk and in 
some areas canned beef and gravy. 
Those are the only staple, process­ 
ed foods available. The bulk of 
the governm ent’s big stock of farm 
surpluses is in the form of cotton, 
wheat, corn, ether grains and vege­ 
table oils. 
The departm ent m akes food a- 
vailable to accredited state and lo­ 
cal public welfare and relief agen­ 
cies. The latter m ust assum e the 
responsibility of determ ining eligi­ 
bility for aid, and for distribution 
of supplies. 
Officials said there has been 
little call for surplus foods for the 
larger industrial centers, like De­ 
troit, where unem ploym ent has in­ 
creased lately. They attributed this 
to the fact that most unemployed 
workers in such areas are receiv­ 
ing 
unemployment 
compensation 
and welfare agencies have not yet 
seen fit to ask for food 
Most of the dem and has come, 
they said, from persons who, like 
farm ers, are not eligible for un­ 
em ploym ent c o m p e n s a t i o n , 
and from m iners who already have 
received all such benefits that are 
available to them .

Since the middle of January or during the past 80 
days, there have been OO applications for food at the City 
Welfare office quite obviously too many for the local of­ 
fice to handle with the limited funds at its disposal so, 
this past week Mayor Chas. H. Butler, accompanied by 
Charles Green secretary of the local Red Cross chapter, 
went before the County Court to ask that body to request 
an allotment of government held commodities sufficient 
to feed 2,500 persons. 
The city officials and all other sane thinking persons 
are quite aware that times have changed but there is no 
occasion, they feel, for anyone getting panicky about it 
or for going out and talking hard times. 
For a score of years, and more, this country has been 
wallowing in a flood of easy money—jobs have been more 
plentiful than labor and {he old law of supply and de­ 
mand skyrocketed wages until working people who in 
ordinary times wouldn’t have been worth the powder to 
blow them up have been opening well stuffed envelopes 
every week and easily managed to convince themselves 
that their inflated plane of living was normal. 
Economists who scan every movement in the world’s 
markets know that times are like a clock pendulum. Un­ 
der the push of abnormal conditions (such as have 
gripped this country since the outbreak of World War I) 
the pendulum swings high. Take away this boosting 
fore*1 and the pendulum swings back and down to its 
normal position. 
The only process underway in this country right now 
is that it is getting hack to normal conditions. The time 
has gone by when a man can crook his finger and em­ 
ployers fall over themselves bidding for his services. In 
other words the time has rolled around again when life 
is beginning to separate the men from the boys and the 
workers from the parasites. Those who can adjust 
themselves to the re-adjustment of the country will get 
along alright and those who cling to the idea the world 
owes them a living and that they should bt' supported by 
their neighbors who are willing to work for what they 
receive are pretty apt to find the road growing rougher 
and rougher. 
But, generally speaking, there is nothing to get par­ 
ticularly alarmed about, even here where our chief 
source of income is the farm. True we have had a trio 
of heart breaking years in which crops were not the 
hest ever and the income reduced but a great president 
said at the beginning of his administration, “There is 
nothing to fear but fear itself.” 
People who buttonhole their acquaintances on the 
street corner or in the coffee shops and begin their tale 
of woe with “Aren’t things just terrible” are first cous­ 
ins to'that class of persons who enjoy poor health and 
positively seem to dread being told their condition is 
okeh because without bad news they have nothing to 
complain about. 
It was suggested by a Rotarian this week that people 
quit talking depression if for no other reason than the 
fact that one can talk himself into a depression by sim­ 
ply harping on that subject. 
There’s nothing wrong with Scott county that a little 
sane thinking and a little careful handling won’t cure. 
Certainly we have poor people in the county—we al­ 
ways will have. 
Certainly last year was not the best year for the 
fanners but so what? 
The good earth is still here — the finest growing 
ground in the country and its a new year that’s unfold­ 
ing 
If our forefathers had quit and gone back east just 
because they encountered the Indians, or sickness, or 
poor yields,'Missouri and the “Bootheel” would still be 
a howling wilderness instead of a garden spot. 
Perhaps the only thing wrong is with the fellow who 
is complaining. It could be he just hasn’t got the intesti­ 
nal fortitude to tighten up his belt, grit his teeth and 
vow that by the Almighty, this year he’d make a crop. 
But getting back to that 2,500 persons (and why 
2,500?) for whom government commodities have been 
requested. The records of the welfare office will reveal 
that even in the height of the boom years, there were 
still those misfits and maladjusted souls who just 
couldn’t seem to make a go of it even when the heavens 
were raining money. 
Let’s do a little simple mathematics. The 1950 census 
gave Scott county a population of 32,842, nearly 33,000. 
Ninety persons asking for food represent about one 
fourth of one per cent of the county’s total and some 
how or other most people can't get too steamed up about 
it and become convinced the county’s going to the dogs. 
So— there’s nothing really wrong with Scott county 
a little common sense and honest work won’t put right. 
Quit talking depression and start talking sense about 
conditions and, while you’re at it, just quit talking.
